thoughts dwell with painful disquiet upon the struggles and sulterings of the 
nations at war and of the peoples upon whom war has brought disaster with- 
out choice or possibility of escape on their part 
We cannot thinii of o w own 
happiness without thinking of their pitiful distress. 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, president of the Uidted States of 
America, do appoint Thursday, the 30th of November, as a day of natioaal 
thanks^ving and prayer, and urge and advise the people to resort to their 
several places of worship on that day to render thanks to Afani^ty God for 
the blessings of piace and unbroken prosperity which He has bestowed u ^ n 
our beloved country in such unstinted measure. 


''And I also u ^ e and suggest our duty in this, our day of peaiee and abnn 
dance, is to think in deep sympathy of the stricken peopleik of tlte world « ^ n 
whom the curse and terror o f ^ ^ r have so pitilessly fallen aad to contribnte 
out of our abundant means to the relief of their sufferinfs.

Petrograd, Nov, 17.—The minister of 
foreign affairs haá sent a telegram to 
all Russian representatives in all coun- 
tries declaring Russia's firm determin- 
ation not to make a separate peace un- 
der any circumstances, according to the 
semi-oflScial news agency. 
The text of 
the telegram is as follows: 


"Reports spread abroad recently by 
the press of certain countries of pre- 
tended secret pour parlers being carried 
on between Russia and Germany with 
the object of signing a separate peace 
are futile and make no impression on 
the Russian government. 
The imperial 
government desires to declare in 
the 
most categorical manner that these ab- 
surd rumors can only find force in en- 
emy countries. 


"Russia will maintain intact the inti- 
mate union,which binds her to her val- 
iant allies and far from thinking of the 
conclusion of a separate peace will fight 
by their side the common enemy with- 
out the

faltering until

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Dealing With the Coal Shortage 


Perhaps nothing else in the way of a disturbed trade equilibrium 
could strike quite so close home at the beginning of the winter season 
or seem to be invested with so many forbidding possibilities as that 
which has developed a shortage of coal suppUes. And it is useless to 
deny that such a shortage exists practically everjrwhere, though it is 
undoubtedly true that the seriousness of it has been greatly magni- 
iied at many points. The past few days, however, have developed 
numerous instances in which the situation is forbidding enough to be 
Elarming. In Indiana it is pointed out that a number of the state in- 
stitutions with their helpless inmates are facing a depleted fuel supply 
insufficient for more than a few days. Dealers from whom the state 
purchased coal on contract are unable to deliver because they can- 
not get the goods from the mines, and many private institutions as 
well as individual consumers, are confronted by a, similarly grim situ- 
ation. It is clear that there must be relief and that it must come 
quicMy, however, drastic be the means by which it is brought about. 


There are no mine strikes of consequence in progress, and the bi:^- 
den of blame is placed by the mine operators altogether on their in- 
ability to secure sufficient cars for coal transportation. 
Coal cars 
have been pressed into service for the carriage of other freight, pre- 
sumably at more attractive rates, and instead of train after train of 
coal leaving the mines daily, the output delivered amounts to a few 
])itiful carloads. For these there is a scramble that brings bonus bids 
far above contract prices and far over the market quotations, and 
down at the heart of the trouble is Jselieved to be the established fact 
that the highest bidder gets it regardless of contracts. That much was; 
openly charged in the course of the hearing on the question 
of car shortage 
at Louisville. 
Witnesses declared that 
coal 
operators are spuming earlier contracts made for .delivery of coal and 
are sending their output into the open market to command the fancy 
prices competitive bidding bom of desperate necessity will bring. In 
a sense, of course, this situation is a by-product of the car shortage, 
but the practice is despicable and outrageous in the extreme. It is 
difficult to find terms of denunciation strong enough to adequately 
depict the iniquity of the coal baron who thus capitalizes dire ne- 
cessity to bleed the public while ignoring the legitimate business con- 
tracts he made before the fuel situation became acute. 
"We trust 
there may be no delay in inflicting the sort of punishment he deserves 
if he can be reached. He should be forced to faoe a speedy and ex- 
actiof da7 of reckoning. 


Meanwhile, as pointed out by members of the Indiana public 
service commission, panic wiU be futil© and it will certainly make 
matters worse instead of better. There is everywhere a pronounced 
belief that the coal situation will soon ease.

Busy peoplo take their ihistory In 
capeuLes. 
What Is known. about the 
first Thanksglvlns Day Is so little that 
It may easily be put in tabloid form. 


It surprises many persons to learn 
that the great national Thanksgiving 
holiday did not originate In New Eng- 
land. 
The PUgnms celebrated It In 
the autumn of 1621 In perpetuation of 
the English "harvest homo" festival. 
This In turn belongs to a world cycle 
of in-gat'herlng" feasts, forms at which 
are referred to In the BlWo In saveral 
places as In Judges 9-27: 


"And they went out Into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes, and made merry, and went 
Into tbe bouse of their god. and did 
eat and drink." 


There Is no record of any religious 
ceremony In connection with the Pil- 
grims' first Thanksgiving, except the 
customary morning 
devotions 
and 
grace before* meat. 
It was literally a 
feast following a fast. 
At one period 
of Its first hard year the little colony 
lived upon "clams and mussels with 
(bread made from ground nuts 
and 
acorns," says one historian. 


When the Pilgrims landed at PUym- 
outh Rock, December 21, 1620, they 
numl>ered 104—one had been born on 
the ocean and one in Plymouth har- 
bor. Before their first harvest, disease 
and hardship had taken 53 of their 
number. Four entire families had been 
wiped out by scurvy. 
At one time all 
but six or seven were sick. 


Nevertheless, the able-bodied man- 
aged to till twenty-six acres of land, 
twenty acres of which were planted 
with seed com which tSiey lhad dis- 
covered In a deserted Indian hut. 
They 
also built "a street" of seven dwellings 
and four public buildings. 
And they 
starved together in order to save their 
seed for the planting—and so were 
free to rejoice when the yield proved 
generous. 


At the first Thanksgiving dinner, the 
guests numbered more than tihe hosts. 
The Pilgrims entertained the great In- 
dian chief, Massasoit, with some ninety 
of his men for three days. The Indians. 
It is related, "went out and killed five 
deer, which they brought In and be- 
stowed on pur governor and on the 


captains and others." 


Althougih they celebrated, the Pil- 
grims were not done with their suffer- 
ing. 
They were actually in the midst 
of their distress, and this Thanksgiving 
was merely a temporary relief from ills 
tfie like of which brave men and wom- 
en rarely have survived. 


The next year they had no food to 
waste at a festival. 
It was not until 
the fall of 1623 that a harvest proved 
ample enough 
to 
justify 
a second 
Thanksgiving day celebration. 


As It Is now observed. Thanksgiving 
realy carries the significance of co- 
lonial abundance ratner than that of 
the simple rejoicings of the Pilgrims 
over the first fruits of their labors.

Plan to Improve Relations 
Between German and 
Bulgar. 


Berlin, Nov. 16.—For the improve- 
ment of relations of all kinds between 
Germany and Bulgaria, the German-Bul- 
garian society, of Berlin, has decided to 
create and support for the time being a 
daily German newspaper in Sofia. 
This 
was decided upon at a recent meeting of 
the society in a large hotel here, at 
which Duke Ernst Guenther, of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, the president presided. 


The prospective newspaper will make 
a specialty of extended and reliable trade 
and business sections and reports, for 
the special benefit of German commer- 
cial drcles. 
The paper will also issue 
a yearbook for the sgciety, gotten i:p 
by prominent statesmen, auüiors and 


educationalists in the German and Bul- 
garian languages. 


There will also be a legal section, in 
which there will appear a translation 
of the Bulgarian legal code. 
In Jan- 
uary of next year the society plans to 
bring to Germany a number of Bulga- 
rian artists and musicians who will hold 
expositions and exhibitions here. 


The membership of the society has 
been steadily on the increase ever since 
BiJgaria entered the war, and the or- 
ganization has been supported and fi- 
nanced by very considerable donations

Number of Fatalities Exceed 
Bailroad Accidents It 
is Shown. 


(By Frederick M. Korby.) 


Wasihlngton, D. C., Nov. 16,—"Pistol 
toting" and otner discriminate carry- 
ing of firearnis results in more deaths 
than all railroad accidents; more thaji 
five times as many as street car ac- 
cidents; nearly as many as street car 
and ra-Uroad accidents combined, and 
more than twice as many as automo- 
bile accidents. 


Figures of the United States census 
bureau just completed 
on causes of 
death for 1915 show this. 


Deaths due to use of firearms In the 
registration area of the United States 
in 1915 was 7994. The area covers 67 
per cent of the population. 
This is 
equal to about 12,000 deaths in t/he 
entire country or the equivalent of 11.9 


j>er cent for each 100,000 of popula- 
tion. 


Of these deaths 3,608 were suicides, 
2,885 murders and 1,501 accidental. ' 


Prevention of indiscriminate sale of 
weapons would reduce the number of 
deaths ffom this cause, police exiperts 
say. 


The figures show that nearly one- 
third of all deaths in the United States 
wero due to three 
causes—HEART 
DISEASE, 
TUBERCULOSIS 
AND 
PNEUMONIA. 


Nearly two-thirds were dharged to 
twelve causes—the three named, and 
in addition Brlght's disease and neph- 
ritis, cancer, apoplexy, diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 
arterial 
diseases, diabetes, 
influenza, diphtheria and typhoid fever.

Dublin, Ireland, Nov. 5 (Correspond- 
ence of 
The Associated 
Press).—The 
Dublin correspondent of The Associated 
Press has interviewed the Right Hon. 
James Gallagher, lord mayor of Dublin, 
in reference to the statements which 
have been made regarding a supposed 
exceptional state of distress in the city- 
due to the April rebellion, and its sup- 
pression. 


The lord mayor said: 
"We are abso- 
lutely better off this year than last year, 
notwithstanding the rebellion. 
There is, 
as far as I can sec, no exceptional dis- 
tress at all. 
There is, on the contrary, 
a good deal of money coming into the 
city for separation allowances for the 
dependents of the men, most of them of 
the 
working 
classes who joined 
the 
army. 
Information obtained from vari- 
ous traders in the city enable me to say 
that trade is as good if not better than 
it was twelve months ago. 
Moreover, 
employment has been added to owing to 
the amount of mimitions work done in 
the city. 
We have five or six factories 
each employing from one hundred to sLx 
hundred hands. 
Women are earning 
very good wages, and Dublin women 
have proved very adaptable in shell mak- 
ing. 
The result is that the government 
is able to turn out shells in Dublin and 
in Ireland generally cheaper than it can 
be done in England." 


"The effect of the rebellion," said 
the lord mayor, "was only tempòrary. 
A certain number of people were thrown 
out of employment by the destruction of 
the premises in which they worked; but 
that temporary need was promptly met. 
.1 got up a fimd which amoimted to five 
or six thousand pounds, and the local 
committee which had been working for 
the Prince of Wales fund in relief of 
war distress gave me permission 
to 
spend 
something 
like 
two 
thousand 
pounds in addition. 
We had the advan- 
tage in distributing these funds to thfe 
necessitous of all the machinery used 
by the local relief committee. 
The need 
was only temporary, most of the people 
who were not employed at that time 
have got employment either from their 
old or new employers. 
Some Avent to 
England and secured employment in the 
munitions factories. 


"The authbrities of the St. Vincent 
de Paul society, who have closer touch 
with the poor in the city of Dublin than 
any other organization,-tell me that the 
number of cases on their books in the 
city is exactly the same today as it was 
at the beginning of October last year."

' Meet at Chicago on 
December 5. 


Chicago, Nov. 16.—To improve the 
methods of producing and marketing 
whole milk in the territories tributary 
to the principal cities of America the 
first national meeting of milk producers 
was called today for Tuesday, Dec. 5. 
The call is issued by the Milk Producers' 
association of the Chicago dairy district. 
This organization, numbering over 12,- 
000 milk farmers, in this way takes the 
initiative toward bringing together pro- 
ducers from the representative dairy dis- 
tricts of the" United States. 
The meet- 
ing will be held under the auspices of 
ilio National Conference on Marketing 
and Farm Credits, which holds its fourth 
p.nnual meeting in Chicago Dec. 4-9 at 
the Hotel Sherman. 
Delegates • are ex- 
pected from New England, Nejv York, 
Towa, Ohio, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Cal- 
ifornia and Missouri. 
^ 


" Tn a call issued today by the board tof 
directors of tlie Milk Producers' asso- 
ciation in session here a st^itement is 
made that "the prodiiction and distrib- 
uting of wltole milk is \mdergoing a 
remarkable transformation. 
The milk 
producers of America are finding them- 
sejves forced to quit the business in 
large numbers on account of high pro- 
duction costs involving land values and 
liigher labor charges, higlier costs -of 
feeds and sanitary requirements. 
This 
condition leaves only two alternatives 
for the milk producers in areas close to 
large cities. 
They must either reor- 
ganize their methods of producing and 
distributing their milk, or they must go 
out of business and leave to the farm- 
ers of the more distant sections the task 
of supplying the centers. 
The latter 
course would work a great hardship 
upon thousands of milk producers and, 


we believe, is unnecessary if the pro- 
duction and distribution of milk were 
placed upon a real efficiency basis. 


"Milk producers must, therefore, take 
upon tliemselves the working oi\t of fair 
and equitable methods for collective sale 
of their milk. 
They must also work 
to secure contract prices that range over 
a longer period than the customary six- 
month contract. 


"Believing, therefore, that one section 
may learn from another and that some 
workable plan may be agreed upon that 
will avoid costly strikes that entail loss 
to producers and suffering to consumers. 


the Milk Producers' association of the 
Chicago dairy district invites milk pro- 
ducers from every dairy district in the 
United States to meet us at the Hotel 
Sherman Dec. 5 under the auspices of 
the National Conference, on Marketing 
and Farm Credits to confer on plans 
looking toward a reorganization of our 
industry."

The National Conference on Market-

Under i;he direction of 
Health Commissioner Robertson a com- 
mittee of distinguished experts is to 
conduct an experiment extending over 
several weeks, with the idea of shelving 
just how it is possible to serve nutri- 
tious and appetizing meals at a cost 
which it not expected to exceed 35 or 
40 cents a day per person. 


While the working out of the plan 
will be left to the discretion of the 
committee, the idea, as Dr. Robertson 
conceives it, is to give to the house- 
wives of the city a practical, daily les- 
son in the best ways to beat the High 
Cost of Living. 


Prepare Daily Menu. 


Subject to the committee's arrpov- 
al, a daily menu will be prepared in 
advance, telling just what dishes are 
to be served, and giving recipes for their 
preparation. 
A special effort will be 
made to find food preparations which are 
not in general use and which can be 
bought cheaply and yet furnish delicious 
nutritious food when properly cooked. 


Each day's .menu will be given out 
and published in the newspapers for- 
ty-eight hours in advance, so that peo- 
ple wishing to try it will have time to 
get the raw materials and make the 
other necessary arrangements. 


The three meals for each day will be 
actually prepared and cooked under the 
direction of the health department and 
its committee of experts. 
As carefully 
as scientific dietitians can do the work 
each of the meals will be so iirranged 
as to contain the various food elements 
—and in proper quantities—for adults 
engaged in variotis forms of hard labor.

gether in a relatively smooth sea. When 
it M-a« apparent that the tug would be 
rammed the crew 
jumped 
overboard. 
Captain Hinisch ewam to a life pre- 
server thrown out by the Deutschland's 
crew'. 


The 
Deutschland 
drew out of her 
pocket at the pier at the Eastern For- 
warding company at 1:30 o'clock thi-i 
morning accompanied by the tugs T. A. 
Scott, Jr., and the Alert, of the T. A. 
Scott Wrecking company, subagents of 
the Eastern Forwarding company. She 
carried on her homeward dash a cargo 
valued at .$2,000,000 and consisting of 
nickel, rubber and silver bars. 


The trip down the harbor was without 
incident, and wJien last seen by a news- 
paper launch was plowing through a 
smooth sea at the rate of twelve knots 
an hour, headed for Montauk 
point. 
The newspaper launch returned here aft- 
er 
following 
the submarine 
several 
miles. At that time the sea was smooth 
and the moon in its last quarter cast 
its rays over the water. 


Failure of the tugs to return at an 
early hour led to much speculation, but 
it was believed that they would accom- 
pany the submersible well beyond the 
three-mile limit. 


Departure Was Unexpected. 


Although the Deutschland apparently 
had been ready for her dash for some 
days, her departure was rather imex- 
pected. 
Her skipper, Paul König, spent 
the evening in his usual leisurely man- 
ner about the city. 
He called at two 
hotels and shook hands with friends. 
When asked about his sailing the cap- 
tain merely smiled and said he did not 
know. 
The captain strolled down to 
the state pier, stopping to converse with 
persons on tlie way. 


In the meantime thorough prepara- 
tions had been made for leaving. The 
machinery of the boat had been tested 
days before and the craft was provision- 
ed. 
First of all the lights at the pier 
were extinguished and the launch Efco, 
of the North German Lloyd liner Wille- 
had, scurried down the river to see that 
the course was clear. 
Then the steel 
net that had protected the entrance to 
the pocket was hauled up. 
Farewells 
to the Willehad's crew were had quiet- 
ly. 
At 1 o'clock the tugs Alert and 
T. A. Scott, Jr.. of the T. A. Scott 
Wrecking company, steamed up to the 
pier. 
The pontoon bearing' a high fence 
ftiat 
stood between the Willehad and 
the dock was pulled to one side and at 
1:30 
o'clock the Deutschland 
slipped 
silently down the Thames. 


König Pale and Shaken. 
Captain König of the Deutschland, 
appeared pale and shaken as he stepped 
ashore from his vessel on its return. 
He refused to talk about the collision 
and immediately 
sent 
word to Vice 
President Hilken of the Eastern For- 
warding company, who arrived at the 
company's offices shortly afterward and 
went into consultation with him. 


In the-" absence of authoritative in- 
formation considerable speculation as to 
the cause of the accident was current. 
Among shipping men the opinion was 
expressed that the steering gear of the 
submersible may have been at fault, 
causing her to run squarely into the 
convoying tug. The fact that the tug 
sank almost immediately 
after 
being 
struck was taken to indicate that the 
blow must have been a powerful one 
and to have come with unexpectfid sud- 
denness. 


Captain Hinsch returned to ^ort on 
board the Deutschland.

Happened All in Minute. 


' The accident happened all in a minute, 
Recording to a member of the Deutsch- 
'and's crew, who talked briefly about it. 
The tug, he said, got in front of the 
Kubmarine and i^e Deutschland struck 
it in the stem, lifting it so far out of 
the water that the tug's nose 
went 
under. An explosion M the boiler of the 
tug followed immediately. 


Captain'Hinsch caught hold of a gay 
rope and was carried down with the 
tug. 
When he reappeared on the sur- 
face he managed to seize a life preserver 
v/hich had been thrown out from the 
Deutschland and was hauled aboard that 
craft.

Inspectors Comb State For 
Evidence Bearing on 
Shortage. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 17.—Seven inspect- 
ors for the public service commission be- 
gan this morning to comb Indiana for 
evidence that railroad cars are being 
held out of use by Indiana carriers and 
also to learn if cars loaded with freight 
that might be unloaded at once are be- 
ing held by consignees. 
Numerous re- 
ports that such is the case are being 
received by Governor Ralston and he 
asked yesterday 
that the commission 
make an investigation at once to deter- 
mine the truth of the reports. 
He has 
directed the commission to order cars 
to shippers at once if they are being 
held. 


Carriers contend they are using every 
bit of rolling stock available and much 
credence is given the statement, as cars 
are at a premium. 
However, it is said 
that many cars loaded with such freight 
as sand and gravel, that are much less 
needed than coal, are being held out of 
use by consignees who choose to pay the 
$1 a day demurrage charge rather than 
have the cara unloaded immediately. If 
euch is found to be the case by the in- 
spectors, action will be taken against 
iudt consignees, it Is asserted. 


Propose Charge Inctease. 


Much of the evidence will be obtained 
for the use of the commission when the 
Conference with Indiana carriers is held 
ftext. Monday morning. 
Railroad com- 
panies already have filed a proposal to 
fccrease the demurrage charges from the 
pld rate of $1 a day to a progressive 
schedule of from $2 to $5 a day for 
tach car held overtime by a consignee. 


The new schedule goes into effect on 
Dec. 1 unless the commission orders it 
suspended pending a hearing. So far the 
commission has taken no steps against 
the proposal and it is understood that 
the commission is rather favorable tt) 
it as an aid to the quick release of cars 
ior further use. 


The commission has the power to or- 
fler cars distributed according to law, 
that is pro rated, among the coal com- 
jpanies if empty cars can be found. It 
also has the power to quicken consign- 
ees to unload or release cars after th.i 
first day allowed by law. Many cari? 
belonging to Indiana lines are Miid to 
be held outside the state by other car- 
riers. 
Only the interstate 
commerce 
commission has the power to order these 
cars back Into Indiana. 


Bulletin Issued. 


Hoping to assist in the relief of th<2 
car shortage situation, the Indianapolis 
Chamber of Commerce, freight^and traf- 
fic division, ig co-operating wi,th its 
members to keep cars in use. It issued 
the following bulletin to its members 
yesterday : 


"In view of the general shortage of 
cars, now reaching an acute stage in 
all sections of the country, and the ab- 
solute necessity of prompt loading ami 
unloading of cars by shippers and COR- 
sifiMes and more efficient methods on 
the part of railroads in the movement 
of loaded cars and the return and dis- 
tribution of empties, it is most urgent 
upon all parties that the fullest co-op- 
erition be put into practice at once to 
reliet« as far as possible the present 
fit^genoy 
and avert a deplorable trans- 
portation condition now threatenisg."

Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—Five na- 
tional guard regiments have been or- 
dered home from the Mexican border. 
They are the First regiment of South 
Carolina, Seventh New York, Third In- 
diana, Third Wisconsin and Third Min- 
nesota. 


In a statement announcing the order, 
the war department said it was in con- 
tinuation of the policy 
"announced 
some time ago to gradually withdraw 
national 
guard 
regiments from Hhe 
border as conditions permit and, in 
accordance with the recommendations 
of General Funston, these 
regiments 
have been ordered home." 


War department 
officials said the 
order did not Indicate any change in 
policy or general withdrawal of guards- 
men from the border and had no rela- 
tion to the proceedings of the joint 
conference at Atlantic City. 
They said 
that as rapidly as conditions on any 
portion of the border are considered 
by General Funston 
to 
Justify the 
withdrawal of the troops, it Is the de- 
partment's intention to bring 
home 
additional regiments and release them 
from federal service. 


Approximately 
one hundred 
thou- 
sand national guardsmen will remain 
on the border when these five regi- 
ments with a total strength of about 
six thousand have 
been withdrawn.

It is ex- 
pected. however, that there will be other 
candidates. 


Senator Robinson 
Unopposed 
No opposition has yet developed to 
Senator Arthur R. Robinson's candidacy 
for majority leader In the senate. Rob- 
inson has sent out letters stating be is 
a candidate for the honor. 


For the first time In the. history of 
Indiana the membership of the senate 
will be evenly divided between the re- 
publican and democratic senators. 
With 
the holdover members of both parties and 
the newly-elected members from the vari- 
ous senatorial districts, there are Just 
twenty-five democratic and twenty-five 
republican senators. 
With the vote of 
the lieutenant governor, however, who 
Is a republican, the G. O. P. wlU retain 
a working majority. 


However, Indications now are that In 
the next session of the general assembly 
there will be fewer political wrangles 
than In the law-making history of the 
state. 
A largo number of democratic 
members of both houses have signified 
their Intention of upholding the hands of 
Governor-elect Goodrich throughout the 
session. 


No Grounds for Opposition 
The measures advocated by Mr. Good-" 
rich embrace such Important subjects and 
are so advanced in character that many 
democratic members of both houses have 
said they cannot see their way clear to 
opposa any of the propositions Mr. Good- 
rich laid down In the campaign. 


The general assembly will organize be- 
fore the Inauguration of the newly elected 
governor and for the first week the 
democratic party will have a working 
majority, since the new lieutenant gov- 
ernor does not take office until the in- 
auguration of the governor. 
William P. 
O'Neill, the present lieutenant governor, 
who Is a democrat, will preside over the 
senate until the new official, Edgar D. 
Bush of Salem, is sworn In.

In this lesson we ^ce somewlmt of 
the human slfle of Paul's character. 
No man appreciated fellowship more 
than he. Look up Acts 17:15; 18:5 j I 
Cor. 7:6; I Thess. 8:1, 2; n Tim. 4:21. 


I. The 8ca JoUrney 
(w. 
11-14). 
Paul left Melita (Malta) probably Feb- 
ruary, A. D. 60. From there to Syra- 
cuse was a distance of between 80 and 
100 miles. 
From the Island of Syra- 
cuse (now a part of Italy) to Bheglum 
was one day's sail. From Rhegium to 
^uteoll was 180 miles. 
PuteoU (mod- 
ern Pozzuoli) is in the Bay of Naples, 
eight miles from the modern city of 
Naples. 
Paul and his/band who had 
^done so much for the Maltese 
wen 
specially honored with many honon. 
(•. 10.) 


In these verses we' have a plctur« of 
Paul seeking out his brethren wherever 
he went, thanking God and 
taking 
courage as they came to meet with 
him and converse with him. 
It is a 
picture upon which we ought to ponder 
deeply and be grateful that It roveais 
to us a side of Paul little known, and 
appreciated. - 


II. The Land Journey (vt. 14, 15). 
At Puteoli, Paul and his companions 
began their march to 140 mile.<) to the 
city of Rome. 
After a march of 60 
miles they reached the famous Appii 
Forum, 1. e., "The market of Applus." 
Here Paul Is met by the first dele- 
gation from the church at Bome, who 
were waiting to welcome him 
and 
Luke and escort them to the capital 
city. A second delegation met them at 
the Three Taverns, or -'The Three 
Shops," as we would call stores In the 
modern sense.

P r e s s ) .—Estimates com- 
pleted for the first two years of the war 
show that the enormous sura of $250,- 
000,000 has been raised in the British 
empire for charities growing out of the 
world conflict. 


Of this amotmt more than $100,000,- 
000 has been contributed for the relief 
of distress and the re-establishment of 
men reluming to civil life.

of Wales fund "is perhaps the greatest 
of the public charities dealing with dis- 
tress. 
About 
$60,000,000,' however, 
has been raised in factories, banks, of- 
fices and various business establishments 
through weekly contributions for the as- 
sistance of families and dependents of 
employes who have gone to the front. 
Part of such funds is, of course, being 
reserved for relief work after the war. 


For sick and wounded soldiers and 
sailors the contributions are estimated 
at $30,000,000, most of which has been 
raised and administered by the British 
Red Cross. 
Another $30,000,000 
has 
been spent for soldiers' "comforts," such 
as tobacco, mufflers, pipes, socks, mit- 
tens, gloves, sweaters, safety razors, in- 
sect powder, needles, sewing cotton, writ- 
ing materials, chocolates and sweets. 


Tt is estimated that fully $50,000,- 
000, contributed in the empire, has gone 
for relief wor kamong the allies, the 
largest amount going to Belgium.

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Dealing With the Coal Shortage 


WHY THE PILGRIM 


Perhaps nothing else in the way of a disturbed trade equilibrium 


could strike quite so close home at the beginning of the winter season 
or seem to be invested with so many forbidding possibilities as that 
which has developed a shortage of coal supplies. And it is useless to 
deny that such a shortage exists practically everywhere, though it is 
undoubtedly true that the seriousness of it has been greatly magni- 
fied at many points. The past few days, however, have developed 
numerous instances in which the situation is forbidding enough to be 
alarming. In Indiana it is pointed out that a number of the state in- 
stitutions with their helpless inmates are facing a depleted fuel supply 
insufficient for more than a few days. Dealers from whom the state 
purchased coal on contract are unable to deliver because they can- 
not get the goods from the mines, and many private institutions im 
well as individual consumers, are confronted by a similarly grim situ- 
ation. It is clear that there must be relief and that it must come 
quickly, however, drastic be the means by which it is brought about. 


There are no mine strikes of consequence in progress, and the bur- 


den of blame is placed by the mine operators altogether on their in- 
ability to secure sufficient cars for coal transportation. Coal cars 
have been pressed into service for the carriage of other freight, pre- 
sumably at more attractive rates, and instead of train after train of 
coal leaving the mines daily, the output delivered amounts to a few 
pitiful carloads. For these there is a scramble that brings bonus bids 
far above contract prices and far over the market quotations, and 
clown at the heart of the trouble is believed to be the established fact 
that the highest bidder gets it regardless of contracts. That much was i "And toey went out into the,fleld»'

operators are spurning earlier contracts mada for delivery of coal and 
.are sending their output into the open market to command the fancy 
prices competitive bidding born of desperate necessity will bring. In 
a sense, of course, this situation is a by-product of the car shortage, 
but the practice is despicable and outrageous in the extreme. It is 
difficult to find terms of denunciation strong enough to adequately 
depict the iniquity of the coal baron who thus capitalizes dire ne- 
cessity to bleed the public while ignoring the legitimate business con- 
tracts he made before the fuel situation became acute. We trust 
there may be no delay in inflicting the sort of punishment he deserves 
if he can be-reached. He should be forced to face a speedy and ex- 
acting day of reckoning. 


Meanwhile, as pointed out by members of the Indiana public 


service commission, panic will be futile and it will certainly make 
matters worse instead of better. There is everywhere a pronounced 
belief that the coal situation will soon ease. Locally, the coal dealers 
profess confidence that, while unable to completely fill large orders, 
they will be in position to safely tide you over until the general 
available coal supply approximates the normal once more.

When the Pilgrims landed at Hym- 


outh Rock, December 21, 1620, they 
numbered lOt—one had been born on 
the ocean and one in Plymouth har- 
bor. Before their first harvest, disease 
and hardship had taken 53 of their 
number. Four entire families had been 
wiped out by scurvy. At one time all 
Ijut six or seven were sick. 


Nevertheless, thn able-bodied man- 


aged to till twenty-six acres of land, 
twenty acres of which were planted 
with seed corn which they had dis- 
covered in a deserted Indian hut.

Chicago, Nov. 16.—To improve the 


methods of producing ami marketing 
whole milk in the'territories'tributary 
to the principal cities of America the 
first national' meeting of milk producers 
was called today for Tuesday, Dec, 5. 
The call is issued by tho Milk Producers' 
association of the Chicago dairy district. 
This organization, numbering over 12,- ' 
000. milk farmers, in this way takes the 
initiative toward bringing together pro- 
ducers from the representative dairy dis- 
tricts of the United States. 
The meet- 


ing will be held under the auspices of 
tin; National .Conference on Marketing 
and Farm Credits, which holds its fourth 
annual meeting; in Chicago Dee. 4-9 at 
.the Hotel Sherman. 
Delegates are ex- 


pected from New England, New York, 
Iowa, Ohio.. Minnesota, Wisconsin, Cal- 
ifornia and Missouri. 


In a cull issued today by the board tof 


directors of the Milk Producers' asso- 
ciation in session here a statement is 
made that "the production and distrib- 
uting of whole milk is undergoing a 
remarkable transformation. 
The milk 


producers of America are finding them- 
selves forced to quit the business in 
large numbers on account of high pro- 
duction costs involving hind values and 
higher labor charges, higher costs of 
feeds and sanitary requirements. This 
condition leaves only two alternatives 
for the milk producers in areas close to 
large cities. 
They must either reor- 


ganize their methods of producing and 
distributing their milk, or they must go 
out of business and leave to the farm- 
ers of tho more distant sections the tusk 
of supplying the centers. 
The latter 


course would work a great- hardship 
upon thousands of 'milk producers and

ve believe, is unnecessary if tho pro- 
luction and distribution of milk were 
ilaced upon a real efficiency basis. 


"Milk producers must, therefore, take 


upon themselves tho working out of fair 
and equitable methods for collective sale 
of tlieir milk. 
They must also work 


:o seciu-o contract prices that range over 
a longer period than the customary six- 
montli contract. 


"Believing, therefore, that one section 


may learn from another und that some 
workable plan may be agreed upon that 
will avoid costly strikes thai; entail loss 
to producers and suffering to consumers,

. directed the commission to order cars 


to shippers at once if they are being 
held. 


Carriers contend they are using every 


bit of rolling stock available and much' 
credence Is given the statement, as cars 
are at a premium. However, it is said 
that many cars loaded with such freight 
as sand and gravel, that axe much less 
needed than coal, are being held out of 
use by consignees -who choose- to pay tho 
?1 a day demurrage charge rather than 
have the cars unloaded immediately. 
If 


•uch is found to be the case by tie in- 
spectors, action will be taken agaiust 
>uch consignees, it; is asserted. 


Propose Charge Increase. 


Much of the evidence will be obtained 


for the use of the commission when the 
conference -with Indiana carriers is held 
next Monday morning. 
Railroad com- 


panies already have filed a proposal to 
increase the demurrage charges from the 
pld rate of $1 a day to a progressive 
jchedulo of from $2 to $5 a day for 
tach car held overtime by a consignee.

Paul left Mellta (Malta) probably Feb- 
ruary, A. IX 00- From there to Syra- 
cuse was a distance of between 80 and 
100 miles. From the Island of Syra- 


use (now a port of Italy) to Hhetfum 
was one day's sail. From Rheglum to 
'uteoll was 180 miles. Puteoll (mod- 
rn Pozzuoll) Is In the Bay of Naples, 
eight miles from the modern city of 
faples. Paul and his band who had 
lone so much for the Maltese were 
specially honored with many honors, 
(T. 10.) 


In these verses we hate a picture Ot 


Paul seeking out his brethren wherever 


went, thanking God aofl taking 


courage as they came to meet with 
htm and converse with him. It Is a 
picture upon which we ought to ponder 
deeply aud be grateful tBnt it reveals 
to us a side of Paul little known and 
appreciated. 


II. Th« Land Journey (VT. It, 15). 


At Puteoli, Paul and his companions 
began their march to 140 miles to the 
city of Rome. After a march of CO 
miles they reached the famous Appli 
Forum, 1. •., "The market of Appius." 
Here Paul Is met by the first dele- 
gation from the church at Borne, wrfo 
were waiting to welcome him and 
Luke and escort them to tho capital 
city. A second delegation met them at 
the Three Taverns, or "The Three 
Shops," as we would call stores In the 
modern sense. These Christians had 
come at no small cost, as they had to 
walk 46 miles to the Appli Forum tmd 
' 33 to the Three Taverns, and then 


I walk the same distance back to the 
! city. Thus it was that the sight of. 
these friends cheered Paul nod he 
thanked God. We can well Imagine 
the joy of tlioso souls, tbe communion • 
enjoyed by those pilgrims as they 
journey.ed toward the Imperial city. 


We can see In the letters which Paul 


wrote from Rome plain eigus of his 
longing for sympathetic friends nnd can 
imagine how he must have felt upon 
being thus greeted on his journey. We 
can also imagine, something of the 
blessing asd Inspiration which must 
have come to those Christians who met 
this famous soldier of the cross and 
had the privilege of escorting him to 
the city. 


111. In Rome (TV. 10-20). Having 


entered into the city the centurion Ju- 
lius, who had become a friend of Pen!, 
delivered the prisoners to tho captain 
of the >guard. This officer we arc told 
was a liberal-minded man, one of we 
few good people In the corrupt lift of 
the city. Paul was probably first taken 
to the forum, which was the center 
Imperial power and magnlflc|Bce *AI 
near which was the "honse of Caertr.' 
(Phil. 4:22.) Paul was not sent to, 
prison for it was against tire law to 
put a Roman into prison without a 
trial, but he was' permitted to'dwell 
by himself In "his own hired house." 
Of course, there was R soldier who 
guarded him. This was'tho dry where 
Paul had so long desired tb preach the 
Gospel. (Horn. 1:14-16.) As In other 
places, he ftnst turned to tbe Jfws, for 
beloved his own people no matter how 
much he hn.1 suffered at their htudbj.
